An English gin-shop, with solid brown 
mahogany fittings, instead ol the garish 
metal ornaments, the decorated vat* and 
enormous vessels affected by that institu- 
tion of Great Britain; a gin-shop in wbiob 
the customers wear clean shirt* and well- 
cut clothes, and where fancy price* are 
charged, for the liquor* sold—thi* is 
Thorpe's American drink* and English 
beer and spirits are served over the coun- 
ter, and the customer* top off their cock- 
tail* standing on a landed floor. There 
arc a few Englishmen among them but 
the minority come from onr side of tbe 
Atlantic and they regret profoundly the 
evil ^fortunes of Napoleon, and apeak of 
the provisional government with the eon- 
tempt one would only look for in an ultra 
believer .n _th« divine right of 'king* 
These gentlemen have dearly sold their 
birthright for a men of pottage. The 
dress, the equippage, the' false joy* and 
hollow splendor* of the- Second Bmpir* 
have enthralled them, until they regard 
despotism favorably, as bringin with it tbe 
things they lovo. 


You would not be prond,,believe me,'jf 


either the sentiment*, .or^the demeanor, or 
the habit* of those among, your country- 
men to whom this description applies. 
They are more imperial,than ^Palikao; 
more swaggering than Lebcoaf; more du- 
sipMed than tbe departed DejrT de Qra- 
mout, whom Hademoistelle, Schnieder 
turned to such profitable account.
